You know them, but at a
distance, on the statements of thos: who always
flatter the reigning power, and who, amid their
representations, inflime your miads against
those who areoppressed.”

It will be seen that snother “‘supplemental”
‘Reconstruction bill, bas passed the House of
Representatives—pushed through by Mr.
Thaddeus Stevens. Its substance will be found
in the Congress proceedings of yesterday. The
National Iatelligencar calls it—*‘the supple-
mentary iniquity bill.” It was warmly and
vigorously opposed by Mr. Brooks, ot New
York, in a speech which attracted great atten-
tion. He declared it was a measure designed
to overthrow the white man’s government in
the South, aad to establish a black man’s gov-
ernment in its stead. He opposed the con-
templated “‘equalization, on political, moral,
gcientific, anatomical, and physiological
grounds,”’ and concluded by saying that ‘‘this
would probably be the last time he would ad-
dress a white audience on the floor of the
House. The African was about to cowe down
from the galleries and take his seat on the
floor. But he gave notice that the white peo-
ple of the North would never submit to the
insult, aod if the domioant party now blacken-
od these halls, the Democratic party of the
North wou'd at the next election whiten them
again.”

The President, in his message, sent into Con-
gress, yesterday, in relation to Gen. Hancock,
pays that officer a deserved tribute, for bis
course since he assumed commani of the *‘mil
itary district’’ of Liouisiana and Tegas —a course
which is io marked ‘and honorable eontrast with
the action of his predecessors 1n that command.
Happy would it be for the country if all milita-
ry «fficers had the same regard for the suprem-
acy of the laws that Gen. Htucock has exhib-
ited !

NEWS OF THE DAY.

“Tb show the very age and body of the Times.”

The Atlantic Cable Company, on December
21, held a meeting in Londop, at which meas-
ures were taken to amalgawmate the company
with the Aoglo-American Company. The re-
ceipts now average $5,000 in gold daily, and
they are able to transmit from fifteen to twenty
words a minute by each cable.

A number of establishments ia New York
engaged in the manufacture of a bogus article
which they sold as champagne, were seized by
revesue offizials yesterday. Six or eight huuv-
dred dozen bottles of bogus champagne, with
apparatus for making carbouic acid gas, &,
were seized.

Accounts from the farming districts in Ala-
bama report great destitution on account of
freedmen who prowl around the country to kill
beet cattle, milch cows, and hogs, and live by
general pillage. In some szetions coston fields
erestill white. Labor is sought but cannot be
procured.

A dreadful accident occurred yesterday on
board the Irepch stesmship Ville de Puris
at New York. Her hawser, while being
wound around the windlass, gave way, iojuring
several of the crew. Some of them, it is
feared, are fatally injured.

The steamer Sappho, from New York, bound
tor Wilmington, was abaudoned at sea on the

14th inst., having been disabled by the gale of
tbe 12th. The crew were saved by the brig
Stephen Bishop, and brought into Hawpton
Roads.

Finney's carriage repository, Leonard Broth-
ers’ livery stable, and a grocery, in the suburbs
of Vicksburg, were destroyed by fire last night.
Loss, $73,000; insured, $43,000. The firc
was the work of an incendiary.

Congressmen are already leaving for their
homes to spend the holidays, and the proba-
bility is that there will searcely be a quorum in
the House to morrow, the day of adjourament
for the recess.

The Brownsville (Texas) papers state that
General Reynolds, in command at that place,
is arresting Mexican refugees, and turning
them over to the Mexican authorities as deser-
ters.

Congress.

In the Senate, yesterday, the judiciary com-
mittee made a report in the case of Philip
Fraveis Thomas, Senator elect from Md. The
committee acquit him of charges of disloyalty,
bat find that his son served in the Confiderate
army! ! Mr. Johuson offered a resoluiion ad-
mitting him to his reat, on tuking the prescrib-
ed oath, which has not yet been acted upon.
The report is accompanied by the testimony
in tWfease, and, on motion of Mr. Johusen,
it was laid on th: table, and ordered to be
printed. The judiciary committec was discharg-
ed from the further comnsideration of the reso-
lution inquiring wherher West Virginia is
really. a Stare in the Union, and whether the
civil rights bill is ¢onstiturional, and whether
the thirtecnth amendment to the constitution
was legally adopted Thz bill to repeal the
tax oo cotron was then taken up aud diseussed
until the adjournmen-.

[n the House a wessage was received from
the President transmitiing Gen Hancock’s
order No. 1. The eommittee on eleerions re-
ported it favor of Mr. Van Horn, of Missonri.
retaining his seat; laid over. Mr. Garfield
reported a substitute for the bill to grant honor-
able discharges to certain soldiers and suilors.
It provides that all soldiersreleased, under the
act of July last, af charges of desertion and
absence without lcave shall be furnished with
honorable discharges, and it repeals the clause
of a previous enactment disfranchisinz soldiers
convicted of desertion. The deficiency appro-
priation bill was reported. It appropriates for
Reconstruction—First militarydistriet, $50,000;
secopd military distriet, £110,000; third wili-
tary district, $97,000; fourth miiitary district,
$150,000; fitth military distrier, $250,000—
total, $657,000. For the quartermaster’s de-
partment, for the year e¢nding June 30, 1868,
$12,000,000. There are other minor items,
making the whole amount of the bill $12,567,-
000. After a prolonged debate, the bill of Mr.
Stevens in relation to reconstruction was amend-
ed and passed, by yeas 104, nays 39. It alters
the provision requiring a majority of the re-
gistered votes for the new constitutions to a
-majority of the votes cast. The sccond section
provides for the election of representatives at
the time of the election on the counstitution,
who shall take their seats at the session suc-
ceeding the one at which their States are ad-
mitted. In this form it was passed, the third
gection, providing for represeotation, baving
been stricken out.

The New York Times thus closes an article
on the efforts of the executive committee of
the Radical party in Congress to regulate the
negro vote in the Southern States:

The Republican party of the nation is thus
to be identified with the colored vote of the
Southern States. This is the direct and inevit-
able tendency of the labors and efforts of the
Congressional Committee. = When it shall have
been thoroughly accomplished, if any indica-
tions of popular sentiment can be drawn from
the late elections, it seems probable that the
Republican party will lose every considerable
Northern State !

Tae CoNveNTION.—A Richmond letter in
the Charlottesville Chronicle says:

“ There are three parties in the body—the
Conservatives, who sit together in the southwest
corner of the Hall; the moderate Republicans;
and the Radicals proper. Negro suffrage will
be yoted for by both ot the latter parties; but
after this there will be a split in their ranks on
such questions as the mode of appointing the
allowing negroes to
be eligible to office. &e. It is not certain that
‘the Radicals will be in a majority on these

questions.”’

VIRGINIA NEWS.

which the General expressed himself decidedly
in favor of the collection of the oystertax; that
he regarded the oyster as a proper subject of
taxation; that the persons engaged in the oys-
ter business could sfford 1o pay the tax as well
as others in business; that the State needed
the money to sustain her credit; and that the
law must be enforced.

Joel Rachael was yesterday brough before
Judgze Underwood in Richmond on a writ of
ha\beascorpus, and s no proof was adduced
apainst bim he was immediately discharged.
This joor Frenchman has been confined for
nincteenmonths on the charge of passiog a
counterfeit quarter of a dollar, U. 8. currency.

They immediately furnished
the required bail, and w:re discharged from
custody.

In the Italian Parlinment, Menebrea replied
yesterday to an attack made upon the govern-
ment by the liberal party.  In the course of his
speech be said that Lraly would sooner or lat-
er possess Rome, but that end wonld b: ac-
complished not hy arms, but by moral force.
Ratazzi followed in a speech in opposition to
the Minister, saying that the popular vote in
Naples and other cities of Ttaly, showed the
nation demanded a different policy.

Arms and ammunition, secreted by the Fe-
nians, have been disiovered and seized by the
po'ie2 at several places in Kngland.

The Lavalide Russe says that the policy
agrerd npon between France and Austria on
the Eastern question, if persisted in, will im-
peril the tranquility of Iurope.

In London, yesterday, another attempt was
made to day toblow up ons of city prisons.
The powder was placed under a wall of Milbank
jail,in which a number of Fenians are eonfined.,
The preparations had all been completed, and
the fuse had been lighted without attracting
attention; but, owing to some defect in the ar-
rangements, the powder did not explode, and
the plot was discovered before the attempt to
earry it out could be renewed. No arrests have
been made, and no clue to the guilty parties
obtained.

“Colonel” Moss, in company with certain
other members of “‘the late council of the
TLoyal Leaguz,”" held in Washington, paid a
visit to Charles Suwmuner, to learn the more

private opinions of their oracle touching public
affairs. [t seems that they indulged the ap-
prehension (a very foolish one, perhaps,) that
1t might be possible for the State Conventions,
acting under usiverssl negro suffrage, to make
constitutions too radical for even Congress to
azeept.  Mr. Sumner removed their fears with
the assurance that such a thing is impossible.
He suggested that they might exteod their
system ot white disfranchisement indefinitely!

Gen. Hancock's Course Approved.
The President yesterday sent the following
messige to Congress:
Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of

Representatives :

An official copy of the order is-ued by Maj.
Gen. Wintield S.” Hancock, Commander of the
Fitth Military District, dated headgnarters in
New Orleans, La., on the 29th day ol Nuvem-
ber, has resched me through the re:ular chin-
nels of the War Depariment, avd I herewi b
communicate it to Congress, for such action as
ma - be seen to be prop.r, in view of all the
circum-tances. _

It wil be perceived that Gen. Husncok an-
nounces thst he will make the luw the ru'e of
his ¢.nduct; that he widl uphold the e uris and
other civil authorities in the perivrmance of
their proper du ies; and that he will use Lis
military pewer on'y to pr serve ihe peace and
enforce the law. He declares very expheitly
that the sacred right of the trial by jury and
and the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus
ghal( not be crushed out or trodden under fuor.
He goes further, and, in one comprehen-ive
sentence, asserts that the principles ot Ameii-
can iiberty are still the inheriranc: of this peo-
ple, and ever should be.

When a great soldier, with unrestricred pow
er in his hands to oppress his feliow men, vol-
untarily forezoes the chance of gratifying his
se'fi-h ambition and devores himselt to the duty
of building up the libertics and strengthening
the laws of his country, he jresents an examp e
of the highest public virtue that human natore
is capable of practising. The strongest claim
of Washingtoa to be *‘lirst in wur, fir:t in
peace, and first in the heart<of’ his country-
men’'1s founded on the areat fact,that in all his
illustrious carcer he scrupulously abstairned
from violating the legal aud coustitutional
rights ot his fel ow citizens.  When he surren-
dered his commission to Congre-s, the Presi-
dent of that body spoke his highest praise in
saying, that he had *“always regarded the rights
of the civil authorities through all dangers and
disasters.”” Whenever power above the law
courted his acceptance, he calyly put the temp-
tation aside. DBy such magnanimous acts of
forbearance he won the universal admiration of
mankind, and left a name which has no riyal in
the bistory of the world. .

[ am far from saying that Gen. Hancock is
the only officer of the American army who i3
influenced by the example of Washington —
Doubtless, thousands of them are faithtully de-
voted to the principles for which the men of
the Revolution laid down their lives.  But the
distinguished booor be'ongs t> him of being
the first officer in high command, south ot the
Potomace, since the close of the civil war, who
has givenjutterance to these noble sen'iments
in the form of a military order.

I respectiully sugzest to Congress th:t some
public recoenition of Gen. Ilancock’s ps triotic

conduct is due, if not to him, to the Iriends of

law and justice throughnut the coontry. Of
such an act as his, at such a time, it is but fit
that the dignity shou'd be vindicated and the
virtue proclaimed, $o that its value as an ex-
ample may not be lost to the nation.
